Well, you would 
be wrong, bechuse last year 
the bush I am referring to 
blossomed on the one side only, 
and there were people standing 
on both sides of the hedge.

Now, what is this ail- 
ment? 

Doctors cali it a lumbar disc 
lesion. A disc is a cartilage-- 
a sort of shock  absorber— 
separating the small bones that 
make up the spline. 

When a disc is slipped It 
means that one of these 
cartilages—usually in the lower 
part of the spine—has been 
crushed, fragmented or dis- 
located. 

It can be caused by a sudden 
muscular strain--the lifting of 
heavy weight, or heel-skid. 

But the pain though often 
acute, is like that caused by 
lumbago, sciatica, or = fibroritis. 
And an X-ray can't always 
reveal the difference. 

Here is a poor man's guide, 
in one sentence, for those who 
may be in doubt: If you ate 
suffering as a result of exposure 
to damp and cold, or from pro- 
longed strain, the chances ate 
that you have lJumbago or 
aciatica—not a slipped dlac, 

The best way to avoid a dis: 
trouble—-as’ ‘with many othe 
conditions of the back—is not 
to slouch when sitting or stand- 
ing. Bad posture starts the 
discs, and that is where backache 
of most sorts begins. 

And watch how you push and 

ull and lift things. Don’t strain 
hose discs. 


Age toughens it 

HO: between 25 and 45 

are most likely to get n 
slipped disc, say the doctors, And 
men more often than women. 
After 45 the spine gets less 
ylelding, and lumbago more 
fashionable. 

But if it does happen to yor. 
if. you feel something go “all of 
a sudden,” giving a sharp, flerce 
pain, then it is bed for you on 
your back for quite a time. 

Most likely treatment 
plaster cast and

Sometimes, as a last resort, 
the doctors tlecide to operate tu 
remove the slipped disc. 

One North London doctor 
suggested that the cause uf 
many backaches was bad diet. 
“It's certainly tied up with it 
somewhere,” he said. But just 
how he was not sure. 

“And shoes,” he said, 
should wear higher heels. 
not natural 
heels.” ‘ 

He also said that apart from 
those doctors who said “slipped 
disc” at the least opportunity, 
there were three schools of 
thought among medical inen. 

(1) Those who think a slipped 
disc does not happen nearly ox 
often as some of their colleagues 
suggest. 

(2) Orthopedic specialists whu 
do not.think jt exists at all. 

(3) Physiotherapists who are 
bothered by people mistakenly 
certain they have sipped dlsc—- 
und determined to be cured in 
nothing less than half a dozen 
visits. Busy people, they say, 
pon ‘be put. right in two visits; 

ut shouldn't go ‘round claiming 
tu have had a slipped disc.

TOO OCOOOOOS 


Although it is generally 
agreed that the Royal 
Family actually started the 
tradition of Christmas trees 
in Britain, the various 
sources of information have 
agreed to differ as to just 
which monarch’s reign wit- 
nessed the innovation. One 
believer it was introduced 
by a member of the house- 
hold ef Queen Caroline, 
George IV’s wife, and that 
“it immediately became 
popular,” while another 
holds that ‘‘the old English 
custom of the Chrisimas 
tree was new and German 
a hundred years ago.” This 
was when Albert, the Prince 
Consort, had a tree 
decorated at Windsor Castle 
for his first Christmas in 
1840 England, and the same 
source says rather vaguely 
that “by 1845, many Eng- 
lish families had copied the 
Royal custom.” 


It is a known fact, how- 
ever, that the home of the 


Christmas tree cult was 
Germany, where it is said 
to have flourished since the 
eighth eentury, but the best 
trees come from Norway. 
Few of these spruces were 


grown in England till the 
Importation of Elm Trees 
ang Confers ('rebibitien) 
Order in 1933, 

The origin of the cult is 
a pagan one, probably con- 


oor 


nected with tree worship. 
A myth credits Wilfred of 
England with substituting 
a young fir as the Tree of 
the Christ Child for Thor’s 
Thunder Oak while he was 
on a missionary journcy 
through the great Thurin 
xia Forest. 

Christmas trees were 
banned in Russia in 1929, 
in Italy in 1935, in Greece 
in 1937, in Rumania—be- 
cause they were  ‘non- 
Rumanian’—in 1938, and in 
Germany itself for the sake 
of economy, in 1943. 1944 
saw the Portuguese news- 
papers demanding that this 
“pagan custom” be banned. 
The Bolshevists have been 
able plausibly to condemn 
Christmas trees on the 
grounds that they are 
Christian, and the Fascists 
on the grounds that they 
are pagan! Jt would seem 
that the cult, in non 


English-speaking countries, 
is a dying one.

Increased costs and loss of 
revenue duc to wet Saturdays 
were given as the reasons for 
the disappointing Mnancia) re- 
sults. When the josses, and 
charges in connection with 
oiher forelgn tours since: 1947, 
emounting to £3,592, were 
deducted, only £260 remained 
for distribution and the MCC 
decided. to donate this to the 
minor counties’ cricket assecia- 
lion, which docs not recelve a

More Raimours 


Of Change In 
Sterling Rate 


New York, Dec. 14. 

Rumours spread in Wall Street 
toJay that the Bank of England 
will tomorrow announce exten- 
sive changes in the Sterling 
rate. 

The rumours, 
say originated this morning 
London, vary considerably. 

Some rumours said that all 
restrictions will be turned into a 
“free” currency and others that 
there will be a revaluation of 
Sterling but there was no 
implication as to whether the 
dollar parity of Sterling will be 
lowered og raised. 

Still other rumours claimed 
that ihe changes will be confined 
only to “American account” 
Sterling accompanied by new 
restricuons on dealings in 
Sterling Jor future delivery. 

These rumours added addi- 
iionsl fucl <o a prediction made 
last week by a Washington news 
letter service that the revalua- 
tion may oceur at any week-end. 

The rumours resulted in some 
selling pressure in the Sterimg 
future market where the value 
of Sterling dropped about three 
cents from the preceding day. — 
Reuter.
